Issue for Refunding Certain 
Australian Loans. 


The following statement was issued last 
night by the Treasury: ' The Chancellor of 
the Exchequer has agreed to an immediate 
Commonwealth of Australia issue for the 
porate of refunding certain Australian Lo-ns 

ing interest at rates of cent, and 
5 per cent. The Chancellor the 
wishes it to be understood that this is an 
exceptional measure and does not in any way 
imply the withdrawal of his request regarding 
the optional conversion of trustee securities 
publi in the Press on January 14 last.” 

Mr. 8. M. Bruce, High Commissioner for 
Australia, told a Press Reporter that 
the new Loan would be £16,647,349, at per 
cent., at an issue price of £99 for each £100, 
maturing in 1949, with an option to the 
Australian Government to redeem in 1946. 

The existing Loans it was proposed to re 
fund were:—New South Wales 5; per cent.. 
£2.980,400. maturing 1924-34; Victoria 54 per 
cent., £2,980,849, maturing 1924-44; Victoria 
Si per cent., £5,906,800, maturing 1930-40; 
South Australia 5 per cent., 643,500, 
maturing 1952-42, and Tasmania 5 per cent., 
£1,146,000, maturing 1952-42. 

“The total of the five Conversion Loans 
already effected by the Australian Govern 
ment,”’ Mr. Bruce said, “is £71,565.107, and 
this hae resulted in a total annual saving in 
interest and exchange of £1,600,000, or, 
roughly, a million and a quarter sterling. That 
is a considerable sum for a country like 
Australia,”’ 


Rights of Preference Shareholders. 


Speaking at the Incorporated Accountants’ 
dinner in Birmingham, yesterday, Mr, E. 
Cassleton Elliott, President of the Society of 
Incorporated Accountants, referred to the 
rights of preference shareholders. He said 
that when things went well, preference share- 
holders did not receive any extra dividend, 
and if they went badly, very often they 
suffered scarcely less heavily than ordinary or 
deferred shareholders. Preference share- 


holders had the first claim upon the balance 
available for dividends, after all prior charges 
had been met. Recently cases had arisen where, 


when interest rates had been at a higher 


level, preference shares had been issu to 
carry a higher rate of dividend than would 
obtain to-day, and it was considered that 
this was a favourable time to suggest a 
reduction of such dividend, although divi- 
dends had been paid regularly on the 
ordinary share capital. It was unfair for a 
company to tell preference shareholders that 
as money was now cheaper they must be 
asked to take a smaller dividend. The 
sanctity of the contract must be observed, 
as companies would not say, should money 
become dearer: ‘‘ Your dividend is too small, 
and must be increased.’’ When confidence 
was being slowly restored in the investment 
world, it was a mistake to attempt to reduce 
dividends on preference shares and so disturb 
the confidence created. Where preference 
shareholders were asked to accept a smaller 
dividend, adequate compensation must be 
given, as otherwise they were merely making 
a presént of a good investment to the 
ordinary shareholders. The balance must be 
fairly held between the parties. 


Speculation on Wall Street. 


As the résult of the investigations of the 


Stock Markets Committee into the practices 
of speculators, both in boom times and de- 
pressions, drastic legislation is foreshadowed 
by the Committee’s chairman, Mr. Duncan 
U, Fletcher (says a Washington Exchange 
telegram). He said that, following the re- 
velations which had been made, the Senate 
Banking and Currency Committee and the 
House of Representatives Ways and Means 
Committee would co-operate in drafting legis- 
lation which would involve considerable 
changes. They would endeavour, he con- 
tinued, to eliminate loopholes in the income 
tax law, provide for Federal contrb] of Stock 
Exchanges, supervise their working to pre- 
vent pool operations, and prevent directors 
and officials of corporations and banks from 
dealing in the stocks Of their own institu- 
tions.

CAROLS PROHIBITED.. 


In Scotland the crusade against carols 
commenced in 1555, and, a few years later, in 
1582, the Parliament passed an Act forbidding 
“the singing of carols within and without 
kirks at certain seasons of the year, and 
observing the six other superstitious and 
Papistical rites.” The keeping of Christmas 
in any shape was repugnant to’ tha ideas 
and feelings of the, Puritans, and in 1647 
Parliament passed an ordinance declaring 
that the Feast of the Nativity of Christ, 
with other holidays, should no longer be 
observed, The ine of Chri carollin 
dates from the reign of Charles L., 
at the end of the eighteenth century and 
the beginning of the mineteenth century” the 
practice of carol singing seemed to be 
dying out, with a prospect of total desuetude. 
It stall lingered in a few counties in England. 
notably in Devonshire, where old-world 
customs and beliefs are lovingly treasured. 
In these latter days, when mankind is almost 
driven distracted by uncertainty, upheaval, 
unrest and worry of every kind, we should 
be grateful to the long line of singers who, 
though dead, yet speak to us of innocence, 
love, good-will and peace.

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id barracks at Naas to turn them into a 
vocational school also was under consideration. 
They hoped that En. the coming year 
some, if not all, of these projects would 
fructify. 


A BIG PROBLEM. 

The problem of providing vocational 
education throughout the country was a big 
one. Three-quarters of the children leit 
school at the age of fourteen. Many parents 
seemed to think that their education was 
then completed. They were endeavouring 
under this scheme to provide further for these 
children, If they were to enforce compul- 
sory vocational education they would not 
have accommodation for the pupils in the 
larger centres. In Dublin about one-half of 
the children between fourteen and fifteen still 
attended school; in Cerk about two-thirds, 
and in other cities the position had been even 
more favourable. They hoped that in the 
near future that it would be possible, with a 
reasonable effort on the part of the com- 
mittees, to provide accommodation, so that 
it would be possible for children up to the 
age of fifteen at any rate to find accommo- 
dation and instruction in these vocational 
schools. The cost in respect of each child to 
be catered for at these classes would be about 
£15 per year. 


IN DUBLIN. 


What they were trying to do was to start ) 


this system, so that they could provide after 
the age of fourteen at least part-time instruc- 
tion. Jt was only in Dublin that the problem 
was acute; in rural areas it was possible 
through a reasonable effort on the part of 
the committees to give every child a con- 
tanuation course of two or three years. The 
Ar was to give a course of training in 
andwork in addition to the ordinary school 
subjects. They stressed the need for hand- 
work, believing that it was, from a practical 
point of view, useful in the formation of 
character. They believed that handwork 
tended to mould the character of the pupil 
just as much as any other system of education, 
because it tended to give the pupil self-con- 
fidence and self-reliance, making them more 
resourceful and more apt to adapt themselves 
to emergencies and whatever difficulties that 
might arise. 


WORK ON THE LAND, 


_ Perhaps the happiest and most contented 
life was life on the land. They heard that 
there was a crisis, and that things wére likely 
to be worse. They knew, no matter what 
their views might be, that there was a pro- 
found change in agricultural conditions here, 
and in future their young people, growing up 
and living on the land, would be profoundly 
affected by the changes that were taking place. 
It was in that connection that their system 
of vocational education would be useful in 
enabling them to take advantages under the 
new system, and availing of whatever new 
opportunities were offered, and whatever new 
developments were taking rlace. 

There was something more in education 
than mere instruction. There was a spiritual 
side and the development of character, He 
did not think that there was a greater agency 
than the vocational school outside the pri- 
mary school for the propagation of the Irish 
language.. Since the new Act had been passed 
they had 8,000 pupils full-time and 3,000 
part-time (day courses) learning Irish. They 
had at the night courses 24, we the 
language at centres throughout the coun- 
try. They were trying to put. [Irish teachers 
on a full-time pensionable basis. Vocational 
schools should play a more important part 
in the development of Irish music. He would 
wish to see more school choirs, In the pri- 
mary. branch of education they had sent 
instructions regarding old legends and stories, 

iving a list, under the heading of folk-lore, 
ocal history and tradition, in respect of 
which the schools were asked to do useful 
work in the collection of stories. 


DOMESTIC ECONOMY, 


Domestic economy was just as important, if 
not more important, than any other subject, 
and there were allied subjects, such as 
leather work, which instructresses in the 
next few years would be able to deal with. 

Stressing the importance of handicrafts, Mr. 
Derrig said that, handicraíts were coming into 
their own. Local crafts were important from 
the cultural viewpoint. So fat as physical 
training was concerned, they had a unique 
opportunity for developing it through the 
vocational classes, and organised games 
should be a real feature of all their schools.

ORGANISING THE 
WORKERS. 
Mr, G. W. Kapper presided at an organ- 


ising meeting held by ‘the’ Irish Commercial 
Employés’ Union at the Banba Hall, Dublin, 
last night. 

It was,ealled to organise the workers, in 
shops and was the first of a series of meet- 
ings planned, by the Executive Committee of 
the union for this purpose. 

Several of the speakers drew attention to 
the proposed licensing system for grocery and 
provision shops, and stressed the point that 
the interests of the workers in these shops 
was not being sufficiently protected in the 
proposals which had been put forward up to 
the present. 

It was decided to request the Irish Labour 
Party to move amendments when the time 
came, ‘These amendments would provide for 
a forty-hour week; the abolition of Sunday 
work, and the abolition of the employment of 
juvenile labour. 

In connection with the latter it was alleg 
that there are shops in the city of Dublin 
which children of from twelve to sixteen Years 
of age are omployed. It was further stated 
that some of these juvenile workers worked 
from 8 a.m. until close on midnight with very 
little break, and that nothing. is being done 
to rectify this state of affairs.

Christm sa seascn was discussed at the 
monthly meeting of the Dublin Corporation 
last night, the Lord Mayor presiding, 

Mr. Martin O'Sullivan, referring to a letter 
which was read at tLe last meeting from the 
Free State Department of Local Government 
and Public Health im regard to the grant 
allowed towards the cost of carrying out 
certain works for the relief of unemployment, 

roposed that che Council requests the 

inister to make available to the Corpora- 
tion immediately the balance of the 
£100,000 grant originally applied for, so that 
as many men as ible might. be put to 
work before the Christmas period, the Cor- 
anes: having, on its part, already decided 
o put up the necessary cost of materials. 

r. O'Neill, clerk to the Council, read 
correspondence that had taken place between 
the City Manacer and the City Engineer on 
the subject of providing extra employment 
at Christmas; a resolution from the Board of 
Assistance; ~ letter from the City Manager 
to the Mimster for Local Government and 
Public Health; and an earlier letter from the 
Department of Local Government, which, he 
said,- might be regarded as an indication of 
the Department's attitude, asking what work 
was proposed for the purpose of affording 
immediate relief in the event of further 
money being made available. 

At the moment, said Mr. O'Neill, there 
were 1,155 men employed on relief work by 
the Corporation, and it was not likely that 
there woult be any diminution in that 
number during the current month. 

Mr. P. Doyle, T.D., said that week by 
week there was a steady increase in the 
number of peop's applying for relief, and a 
determiied effurt ought to be made by the 
Corporation to do as much as possible to 

rovide extra relief work during Christmas. 
here were now 8,888 on the relief lists, 
compared with 6,590 at the same period of 
last year. 


A NATIONAL QUESTION, 
Mrs. Walsh said that she had been 


appalled at the weekly steady increase in the 
number of cases of outdoor relief, and the 
consequent expenditure, and she regarded 
with apprehension the crushing burden that 
the ratepayers would have to face when they 
were called upon to foot the bill. The whole 
question was a national question, and would 
have to be dealt with in a national way or 
it would become almost insuperable. 

Alderman Breathnach, T.D., said that he 
had been speaking to the Minister, and the 
Minister would give as generous a grant as 
he could from the funds at his disposal. He 
agreed that the question of unemployment was 
a national one. The Fianna Fail Party held 
that it was the duty of the Government to 
yrovide maintenance for the citizens of the 
State. He hoped that the officials of the 
Corporation would submit schemes to the 
Minister showing how they would use the 
money, and when that was done he was sure 
the Minister would give every help in his 
power. 

Mr. J. J. Byrne-said that many weeks ago 
he drew attention to the inadequacy of the 
amount that had been laid aside by the 
Government to deal with the problem of 
unemployment in the city of Dublin. There 
were members of the Cumann na nGaedheal 
Party who did not subscribe to the view that 
it was not the duty of the Government to 
provide work for the unemployed or to pro- 
vide maintenance. Unemployment should be 
dealt with in a national way, and the burden 
taken off the shoulders of the ratepayers 
without delay. He had the greatest aie 
tion for the present policy of the Minister for 
Industry, and treated with contempt the 
statements made about back-lane and stable 
factories. He could not, however, forget that 
the policy of the Government to-day was the 
policy of Arthur Griffith. 

Mr. Costello said that in 1931 the Cumann 
na nGaedheal Government gave £50,000 for 
the relief of unemployment in Dublin, and 
released a further sum of £50,000 for a 
memorial park to ex-British soldiers. In the 
previous year the Government also gave 
£50,000, so that there was no truth in the 
statements that the previous Government had 
done little or nothing to relieve unemploy- 
ment. 

The Lord Mayor said that when the 
original £100,000 was applied for, schemes 
were prepared and were ready to put into 
operation. 

The resolution was adopted.

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An American Commonwealth. 

Important decisions are expected from 
the Pan-American Congress which has just 
opened at Montevideo. No fewer than 
twenty American republics, including the 
United States, are represented, and the 
Foreign Ministers of ten of them are 
present in person. In the past Pan- 
American Congresses generally have 
resolved themselves into acrimonious 
wrangles between the representatives of 
the United States and those of the 
South American republics. The Washing- 
ton Government, in fact, if not in theory, 
has tried to establish a hegemony over 
the whole American Continent, to the 
open dissatisfaction of some of the Latin 
States. It has relied upon the famous 
Monroe Doctrine, which, until quite 
recently, was regarded almost as an 
article of faith; and it has prevented 
South American States from the con- 
clusion of alliances with European Powers. 
Even since the War the United States 
Government has arrogated to itself the 
right to intervene in Central and South 
American disputes. It took control of 
Nicaragua a few years ago. It assumed the 
administration of San Domingo, and by its 
general attitude of dictation earned for its 
policy the title of yanqui imperialismo, 
which explains itself. Most of the Latin 
American countries dislike the United 
States exceedingly; but it seems that 
Washington now is more than anxious to 
propitiate them. 
One of the United States delegates to the 
Pan-American Congress, Mr. Reuben Clark, 
was instructed some time ago by the State 
Department at Washington to give a new 
interpretation to the Monroe Doctrine ; 
and, according to The Times Correspondent 
at Montevideo, he has stripped the declara- 
tion of 1823 of most of its Monrovian 
accretions, This change in theory has been 
accompanied by a marked change in prac- 
tice. The United States Government has 
withdrawn its marines from Nicaragua ; it 
has modified its administration in San 
Domingo, and, although it has a juridical 
right to intervene in Cuban affairs, it has 
refused resolutely to have anything to do 
with the recent disturbances in that island. 
All these signs and portents indicate that 
the United States Government wishes to 
live down its reputation for “ imperialism.”’ 
It is even pursuing a conciliatory policy 
towards Mexico. Clearly, Washington is 
looking ahead. Brazil and the Argentine 
have become highly important Powers. 
Chile and Peru have gained much strength 
since the War, and even the smaller 
Republics—although some of them still 
have a decided penchant for revolutions— 
have made great strides during the last 
decade. 
World polity at present is tending more 
and more strongly to crystallise into 
economic groups. A continental blec in 
Europe would have enormous power, espe- 
cially if it should include Russia. Already 
the British Empire constitutes an economic 
unit which is capable of almost unlimited 
development, and a third potential group is 
the American Continent. At the Monte- 
video Congress proposals will be made 
which indicate clearly that the idea of a 
Pan-American Commonwealth is gaining 
ground. One of them will suggest a series

The German Church. 


There are many signs that the movement 
towards heathenism in the Evangelical 
Church of Germany has suffered a severe 
check, For this blessing Christianity may 
thank the brave handful of pastors who 
from the outset threw not merely their 
fortunes, but their very lives, into the 
fight against it. To-day the numbers of 
the Pastors’ Emergency League have 
increased from twenty-two to three 
thousand. The Primate-elect, Dr. Miiller, 
has agreed to revise his Ecclesiastical 
Ministry, which had been chosen exclu- 
sively from the extremist ‘ German 
Christians "’; and, although the revision 


which it would involve would crush half # 


presents difficulties, it is certain that the 
new body will contain a moderate element. 
Furthermore, Dr. Miller, who seems to be 
really anxious for peace, has resigned the 
official patronage of the “ German 
Christians,”’ and has suspended the Aryan 
clause. The moderate party are good 
National-Socialists, but they put their 
Church first, and reject the hysterical) 
demand that it shall be dominated by 
race rather than by faith. In effect, the 
extreme “‘ German Christians ” are neo- 
pagans. They claim for “ nationhood ”’ 
and “' history” equal rank with Holy 
Scripture as a source of revelation. They 
seek to abolish the Old Testament, to 
suppress parts of the New Testament, and 
to consign Churchmen of Jewish or foreign 
blood to a sort of ecclesiastical Ghetto. It 
is to the credit of Herr Hitler, who is a 
Roman, Catholic, that he has not 
encouraged these fantastic pretensions ; 
and now the powerful” voice of his own 
Church has been raised against them. In 
a sermon on Sunday the Archbishop of 
Munich, Cardinal de Faulhaber, sent a 
message to his “ brothers,” the German 
Protestants. ‘‘We are offering you our 
hand, and we will cooperate with you in 
order that the Old Testament shall not be 
eradicated from the cultural heritage of 
the German people.” Here is a noble 
expression of Christian fellowship—a 
noble vindication of the fundamentals of 
faith—and it will not be forgotten when 
the tyranny of a briefly resurgent 
paganism is overpast.

Art and the People. 


The Free State Minister for Local 
Government made a sound and compelling 
speech in the National Gallery of Ireland 
last Saturday. Artistic sentiments do not 
come too appropriately, perhaps, from the 
representative of a Government that levies 
import duties on artists’ materials and 
gramaphone records, and reduces the 
grants to artistic, literary and learned 
institutions. Nevertheless, for the sub- 
stance and moral of Mr. O’Kelly’s speech 
we have nothing but praise. He admitted 
that the State to-day did not provide 
generously for the National Gallery; but 
he also admitted the principle that its 
maintenance ought to be a first charge upon 
the State. One of the most hopeful signs 
of modern progress is the increasing 
interest that citizens of Dublin are taking 
in the National Gallery, as in other affairs 
of art. Not so long ago a writer could 
compare it with a Sahara, over which flitted 
an occasional, solitary Bedouin ; to-day the 
umbrella-stand at the door is seldom 
empty. We in Ireland take pride in some 
things that are unworthy of our pride, 
while we are apt to scorn possessions that 
many other countries would be grateful to 
own. The National Gallery is one of these 
possessions. If its numerous treasures were 
put up to auction, curators and connois- 
seurs from every capital in the world would 
flock to Dublin with bulging pockets. Even 
now, for all the new interest taken in it 
by Dublin's citizens, the contents of the 
Gallery still are better known and appre- 
ciated abroad than they are here. It is 
good news that, through all the vicissitudes 
of politics, the number and value of these 
treasures are being augmented yearly. The 
additions that were shown last Saturday 
make the National Gallery still more 
precious to Ireland.

The Spanish Elections.

This is regarded 's 
evidence that the reflectors in use have not 
been efficient. Some cyclists, for their own 
protection, are carrying rear lights 
already, but the proportion of them that 
adopts this measure is very small.

BRITISH UNEMPLOYED.

18,000 FEWER THAN A 
MONTH AGO. 


The British Ministry of Labour's 
monthly statement, issued last night, 
shows that the number of insured persons 
in employment on November 20th last was 
51,000 more than a a month before, and 
597,000 more than a year before. 

The number of unemployed persons on 
the registers at November 20th last was 
18,736 fewer than a month before, and 
519,789 fewer than a year before. 

Since January last every succeeding 
month has, with but one exception, shown 
a reduction in the numbers of unemployed. 
The month of November usually brings an 
increase, and the fact that November. 
1955, records a reduction in the numbers 
of unemployed is further testimony to the 
steadiness of the recovery in trade. 

It is estimated that at November 20th 
last. there were approximately 9,956,000 
insured persons aged 16 to 64 in employ- 
ment in Great Britain. This was 31,000 
more than a month before, and 597,000 
more than a year before. 

At November 20th, 1933, the numbers of 
unemployed persons on the registers of 
employment exchanges in Great Britain 
were 1,855,808 wholly unemployed, 340,135

in casual employment, making a total of 
2,280,017, This was 18,736 less than the 
number on the registers at October 23rd 
1933, and 519,789 less than a year before.

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RELIGIOUS WAR.

STRONG stand for the Old Testament 
and its importance in modern 
German religious thought was made by 
Cardinal de Faulhaber, the Roman 
— Archbishop, in a sermon here Jast 
night. 

"We are not in the same condition as 
our brothers—the German Protestants,” 
said the Archbishop, ‘‘for whom the Bible 
ix the only foundation of faith, but we 
are offering you our hand, and we will co- 
operate with you in order that the Old 
Testament shall not be eradicated from 
the hg Tiss heritage of the German 

e.”” 

The sermon, which was listened to by 
thousands of people, also attacked the 
theories of the American writer, Houston 
Chamberlain,, who in his book ‘‘ The 
Foundation of the 19th Century,’’ tried to 
prove that Jesus was not a Jew. 


BASIS OF NEW CREED, 


This work of Chamberlain's is greatly 
in use by those Nazis who are seeking to 
devise a new German Christian religion. 

The Archbishop also quoted Cardinal 
Manning as having once said to a Jewish 
assembly: “I could not understand my 
own religion if I did not respect yours.” 

Bishop Mueller, the Nazi Primate of 
the Evangelical Church, to-night started 
on a fresh hunt for members of Lis 
Ecclesiastical Ministry. 

It is very evident that his troubles are 
far from over, savs Reuter’s Berlin ('or- 
respondent. Dr. Lauerer, one of the three 
new administrators, quickly decided to 
turn down his appointment. Moreover, 
the opposition to Dr. Weber’s appoint- 
ment among the Rhenish-Westphalian 
clergy is so strong that his resignation is 
thought to be imminent. 


DUAL OPPOSITION. 

The opposition are hardly likely to be 
convinced, and Church peace restored, by 
the Primate's ruling at this late hour that 
no member of his Ministry may belong te 
any Church party, federation or movement, 
and his decision to resign the patronage 
of the “ German Christians.”’ 

On the contrary, he has now to face the 
opposition not only of the Orthodox clergy, 
led by Pastors Bodelschwinghe and Nie- 
moeller, but also of the “German 
Christians,’’ up to now his allies. 

The former apparently feel themselves 
strong enough to declare that only Bishop 
Mueller’s complete capitulation will be 
acceptable to them. 

Yesterday was the first Sunday of the 
uniform Church Service. Instructions had 
been given by Bishop Mueller that in 
every Protestant church throughout Ger- 
many the same hymns should be sung and 
the same text preached upon. 

The Pastors’ Emergency League, headed 
by Pastor Niemoeller, disobeyed the in- 
structions, however. They declared that 
an identical Service was tantamount to 
‘‘ military drill,’’ and incompatible with 
established Church rules,

APPLICATIONS IN DUBLIN, 


— 


The subscription list for the Fourth 
Irish Free State Loan of £6,000,000 was 
opened yesterday, and the list of applica- 
tions will close on or before Tuesday, 
December 12th. I1t is being issued at 
per cent., and the principal is repayable 
at par on August Ist, 1970, or at par on 
or after February ist, 1950, on three 
months’ notice. 

On being interviewed yesterday even- 
ing, Mr. J. J. McElligott, Secretary to 
the Free State Department of Finance, 
said that subscriptions were coming in 
well, and that the Loan was making 
favourable progress. 

‘We have had a numper of big appli- 
cations already,’’ he said, ‘‘ including a 
quarter of a million from the Bank of 
lreland, £200,000 from Messrs. Guinness, 
Mahon and Company, £50,000 from the 
Hospitals’ Trust, and £25,000 from the 
Trish Transport and General Workers’ 
Unicn,”’ 

It was learned that at least one cross- 
Channel insurance frm had applied for a 
large amount. 

Inquiries were made during the course 
of the day at the various banks who are 
authorised to offer the stock for public 
subscription, but until the returns come 
in from the country districts it will be 
impossible to judge fully how the Loan is 
progressing. 

‘* We have had few peraunal subscribers 
to-day,’’ said one manager, “ and this is 
partly due to the political situation, 
which does not engender confidence 
among investors. It may also be due to 
the lower rate of interest offered (ós per 
eent.), and to the fact that the Dublin 
Corporation Loan has only just been 
placed on the market.’’ 

It was pointed out, however. that the 
National Loan offered great advantages, 
and the fact that it was a redeemable 
stock provided great security for sub 
scribers.

E Agate, a three-masted steamer, 
Reed from Denmark to Drogheda 
with a cargo of cement, was driven ashore 
near Skerries, Co. Dublin, yesterday morn- 
ing. The crew of twelve were rescued by 
the breeches buoy apparatus. 

On Sunday the Agate arrived off 
Drogheda and awaited a pilot. Owing to 
the rough sea running it was impossible to 
go out te the ship, and the captain steamed 
towards Skerries in the hope of go a 
pilot there. Towards nightfall the ship 
anchored in the bay. 

In the early hours of yesterday morning 
a cable broke, and the vessel, dragging her 
other anchor, was driven shorewards. An 
effort was made to get up steam, but before 
the engines could be started the vessel had 
gone ashore on a stretch of rocks running 
out to the sea about a mile from tne town 
of Skerries. 


DISTRESS SIGNALS. 


Fortunately, all the crew were awake at 
the time, as the watches were just being 
changed. In the heavy sea the ship pitched 
and tossed so much that it was almost 
impossible to remain standing on the deck. 

A boat was lowered, but from the roar 
of the breakers it was obvious that the 
shore, which was dimly discernible in the 
bright moonlight, would provide a landing 
fraught with danger. Distress signals were 
sent up, and these Were seen at about 4.30 
a.m. by Mr. Michael Cunningham, a local 
fisherman living in Quay street, Skerries, 
and he informed Mr. John Kelly, ' No. 1 
man ”' in the local life-saving crew. 

Mr. Kelly fired two rockets to notify the 
other monte Pe of bjs crew. The rockets 
also wakened most of the people of the 
town, and they hurried to the place where 
the vessel had grounded. The local Civic 
Guards had been notified by Mr. Cunning- 
ham, and Sergeant P. Glynn, with Guards 
McNamee i Sheridan, joined the life- 
saving crew in making preparations to 
rescue the mariners. 

A strong easterly wind was blowing, but, 
as the tide was out, it was possible to 
approach within one hundred yards of the 
vessel, while the moonlight facilitated the 
work of the life-saving crew, which, in 
addition to Mr. Kelly, included Messrs. 
Frank Boylan, Cecil Duff, Robert Duff and 
Richard Seaver. The first rocket, convey- 
ing a line from the shore to the ship, fell 
short. The second was blown high over the 
stern of the ship. With the advantage of 
the wind behind them, the crew fired a 
rocket, and its line was picked up by those 
on shore. 


CREW SAFELY LANDED. 

The line was made fast at either end, 
and a member of the crew seated himselt 
in the breeches buoy, which, suspended 
from the line on a pulley, was Rauled 
ashore. This procedure was followed 
twelve times until all the crew bad been 
rescued. As the weight of the breeches 
buoy’s occupant caused the line to dip in 
the sea the crew were wet to the skin when 
they reached the shore. 

The work of rescue continued until 7.30 
o'clock, As each man of the crew reached 
the shore, wet and exhausted, he was 
rushed to Skerries, where dry clothes and 
warm drinks were provided. Some of the 
men were accommodated in the Ciyic 
Guard Barrack, some in the Grand Hotel, 
some in the house of Mr. Kelly, and 
others in the house of Mrs. Harford. 

At mid-day to-day, when the tide was 
high, waves were breaking over the vessel, 
but later in the afternoon she stood high 
on the rocks. The ship’s lifeboat, which 
had been lowered, eventually broke away 
and was washed ashore in a sadly battered 
condition. 

THE CARGO. 

Agate is a vessel of 824 gross 
tonnage. She was built in 1917, her port 
of register being Glasgow. She carried 
1,000 tons of cement, and up to yesterday 
afternoon — were entertained of saving 
the cargo. It is packed in bags of a type 
which stand a certain amount of wetting. 
The owners of the Agate are Messrs. 
William Robertson, of Glasgow, her 
captain also being a Glasgow man, 

Efforts will be made to refloat the 
steamer when some of the cargo has been 
removed.

NOTE EXPECTED TO BE 
FRIENDLY, BUT GUARDED. 


The Parliamentary Correspondent of 
The Times writes:—A special meeting of 
the Cabinet was held yesterday morning 
to consider the relationship between this 
country and the Irish Free State as it has 
heen affected by the Note received from 
Mr. de Valera at the end of last week.

A SPECIAL meeting of the Dublin 
Chamber of Commerce was held yes- 
terday, when Mr. Sean MacEntee, Free 
State Minister for Finance, delivered an 
address on the new National Loan of 
£6,000,000. Mr. Henry M. Dockrell, T.D., 
President of the Chamber of Commerce, 
presided over a large attendance. 


FEATURES OF THE LOAN. 


Mr. MacEntee said that, as members of 
the Chamber were aware, the subscription 
lists for the Fourth National Loan opened 
that morning, and he was glad to say 
that so far the response had been gratify. 
ing. The subscription lists will close on 
or before Tuesday, 12th December, but 
he expected that they would have the 
pleasure of closing before the end of the 
current week. The principal and interest 
of the Loan were a charge on the Central 
Fund of the Irish Free State, which was 
the best security that can be given in 
this country. 

I need not delay long over the other 
features of the Loan, said Mr. MacEntee, 
which will already be familiar to you 
from past experience of our flotations. 
The chief item of interest is, perhaps, the 
substantial sinking fund, amounting to 
14 per cent. per annum. The sinking 
fund, as in the case of all previous loans, 
will be provided wholly out of ordinary 
revenue, and will be applied ‘continuously 
throughout the currency of the Loan ir 
the. purchase of stock and its immediate 
cancellation, thus ensuring that stability 
of price under all conditions that has 
been a satisfactory feature of our 
public issues. The assistance afforded 
to the market by the operation of 
sinking funds is strikingly illustrated by 
the fact that the First National Loan has 
been reduced from £10,000,000 to 
£7 830,000, the Second National Loan from

COALFIELD PLANS. 


observes :—The Coal Mines Reorganisation 
Commission has decided to put to the test 
its power to secure the compulsory appli- 
cation of schemes of reorgamisation. 
Hitherto the Commission has moved slowly 
and cautiously, hoping, and almost pray- 
ing, for the voluntary preparation of 
schemes by the coalowners themselves ; but 
it has taken definite steps to prepare 
schemes for three or four of the smaller 
coalfields where the owners have declined 
to undertake the task. A bolder advance 
is now to be made. 
a ready-made scheme, prepared by the 
colliery owners of that eoalfield on their 
own initiative, but dead at present because 
an obstructive minority prevents progress. 
This scheme the Commission will take 
over, and—unless the owners in the other 
coalfields between Nottinghamshire and 
Durham prepare satisfactory schemes of 
their own— the Commission will endeavour 
to get schemes of the West Yorkshire kind 
enforced in those areas also.

The Irish 
Free State note issue is based entirely 
upon holdings of sterling securities, and 
for that reason is the only currency which 
can be strictly described as on a sterling 
basis. Other things being equal, the 
Government should have no difficulty in 
maintaining Irish currency at a parity 
with sterling. At present the country has 
a very light debt, the amount per head of 
the population being only about £10 15s. 
With prudent management it should te 
easy to keep the country’s finances in a 
healthy state.” 


THE NATIONAL DEBT. 

I think it can with justice be claimed 
that so far the management of the 
country’s finances has not been imprudent. 
The National Debt also, it is stated, is 
light. As bearing on this I might quote 
some figures given in the prospectuses of 
issues recently made by other members of 
the Commonwealth. In connection with 
an issue last month of 34 per cent. stock 
at 983, South Africa stated its net public 
debt in March, 1933, to be £250.345.000. 
In announcing a public issue of 39 per 
cent. stock at 98 in the previous month 
(September) Australia admitted to a public 
debt of £1,203,000,000 which worked out at 
£182 10s. per head as compared with £10 
15s. for us mentioned by the London 
Times. In the previous month again (that 
is August) Canada, in connection with an 
issue of 4 per cent. stock at 100, stated that

COLLISION AT

Thomas Dalton said he was driving a lorry 
laden with tiles and was going towards 
Bray, when about 20 to 25 yards from the 
Big Tree he saw a car emerge from the 
Ballybrack road. It came out seven or eight 
feet on the main road on the Dublin side 
of the Tree. The motor car stopped, and
